Moreover, it fiil- 
Qla tiie election pledges of at least two- 
thirds of the members elected last sum- 
mer and is therefore in obedience to tlio 
constitutional demnnd of the constitu- 
encies. . Had tho <;overnment hesitated 
in taking this atop they would have been 
recreant to the popular trust, and would 
have been held up to the country as hav- 
jiiir l)riiVon faith with (he Doniiiii(Hi.

inanliko efl'ort to secure provinciid rights 
at the tho hiinds of the Dominion govern- 
nient and repair damages that tho country 
sustained from the bad legislalimi of the 
preceding government. Eveiyone intmt 
hope that an extra session will not be 
necessary. In any case it will only conie 
as a last resort.

Among tlie arrivals of late in this 
eountrv wore a number of younq men 
from Manitoba and the North- \V*it. On 
their arrival here in April a schemo 
was fit once set on foot to .send two 
repreKontutives up the country in 
search of luiul for .'■■ellleuuint of t'velve 
partio.s; the representatives ujipointed 
were Mes-srs. J. II. Sydney and Don- 
ald McEdwards. Leaving i'ale on 
tho 20th of April and having travelled 
through about 17^) iuile.s of country, 
they arrived on the 30tli at Grand 
Trairio, which was the tirst valley of 
any account; there they found about 1,- 
300 acres of prairie land, sliglitly tim- 
bered, unoccupied; this lantl requiring 
irrigation, which could aaaily be accom- 
plished us it i.s very level and a plcnti 
ful .supply of water in a creek that 
flows down one side; at this place 
thero is quite a settlement with si.x 
good fariu.i well under cultivation and 
which carry couBiderable stock. Pass- 
ing on to the next place, about 20 
miles, i.s Salmon Rivei- Valley, which 
is very line, but the land iijipareiitly is 
all taken u[) by settlors, with the ex- 
ception of one or two pre em[)tions, 
sliglitiv woodt>d. 8i.\ or .seven miles 
further ou is the S])alluin':lieen Valley, 
which is by far the best and largest in 
the country; the valli;y is wull seiileil 
up, there not being one piece of choice 
land now available.

At .Spalluuiclieen they met .Mr. j 
Ilowse, the Indian Agent, while going 
his rounds; ho kindly invited them to 
seethe Nicola country with a view to 
settlement. The Nicola district is mon; 
like civilization as there is a plentiful 
supply of the fair box and uiany fami- 
lies,, with the*. finest c|ini^^ Jji-i tho 
whole of Britisli' 'Colutdbia; with very 
little winter and aometimcs' no snow 
at all, and when it doe^ it only re 
mains a very short time on the ground. 
As a stock raising country it cannot 



be e.xcellfid, but tor agricultural pur- 
l)oses it is not so well adapted, there 
being considerable labor and trouble 
attached to raising grain for even 
home consumptionj on account of irri 
gation. The bunch grass there is in 
greater quantities than any other 
places, ami the way in which tlio cattle 
fatten ou it is astonishing.

HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 

176 Sunday School 'Children 
Crushed to Death. 

TRAMPLED TO DEATH AND SMOTHERED 
'i > ~ BY SCORES. 

Slckeninir Scenes of Death, at the 
SiBbt of "^hich Strouff Uen 
Falatod. 



Lo.NDoN, June 10. — A terrible calam- 
ity, involving 'the death of one hundred 
and seventy -six - children, occurred in 

Sunderland, county Durham, this eve- 
ning. I''roiii details it appears that an 
entertainment was given in Victoria hall 
by a conjuror, which was attended al 
moat altogether by children, several thou- 
sand being in attendance. The accident 
occiired at the oloao of the performance, 
the body of the hall being entirely cleared 
of occupants when some 120 of the little 
ones came rushing down stairs from the 
.-;alliiry At ihetoiinf the rtr.st tli'dit of 
stairs was n door which only opened 
ab.uii twenty inches, and thus but ono 
child at a time could get through. At 
thia point, while the mass of children 
were puahing forward, ono of them fell, 
and was unable to rise owing to others 
i-idwdiiig.

when the audience w.is entering the hall, 
■^rho janitor says the scene behind the 
gallery door was fearful. Some children 
Were fixed upright in the heap and actu- 
ally gasping for breath, so groat was tho 
pressure of the crowd behiiiii them. The 
majority of tho children in the hall were 
under twelve years of ago. When tho 
disaster happened, the janitor and his 
w ife and several hastily summoned by- 
standers, went to work immodiately to 
give the sutFerera relief. They first sent 
out of the building by other exits the 
little ones still in the hall, by this way 
avoiding fears of further crush. Those 
who wont to the rescue of the sufferers 
found the work of removing the heap of 
bruised, crushed and suffocated bodies no 
easy task. Two hundred children were 
rescued from tho pile who wore partially 
uninjured. Many others were found in 
an unconscious condition, but of those a 
number were restored to their homes. 
Thoae who were dead, witli a number of 
those whose friends regarded their in- 
juries as fatal, were laid out in the main 
hall, when local doctors in attendance 
used every effort to restore those in 
whom a spark of life could be delected. 
One eye witness stated he saw lying on 
the flagstones a short distance from the 
bottom of the stairs, the dead bodies of 
seven children. Many of those who 
came to assist in removing the dead and 
ill dressing the living were utterly over- 
come by the distressing sight of so niiuiy 
dead and dying children. 

The staircase from the gallery was a 
winding one. iioth audience and officials 
in tho hall at the time of the disaster 
were unaware for some timo of the ter- 
rible tragedy lieing en.ictod at the door. 
They were not informed until (iraham, 
the hall- keeper, wdio, strolling near the 
scene of the calamity, was attracted by 
the groans and gave the alarm. 

Mr. Fay, who gave the entertainment, j 
was packing u[) his apparatus to depart, 
when a man rushed up to him, informed 
him uf the disaster and immediately fell 
down apoochless in a tit. Some of the 
families wliose homes were so suddenly 
darkened loat over three children. One 
man and wife pushed away into a hall in 
which lay the bodies of the victims, and 
without betraying any emotion, began tn 
scan the faces of the dead. Recognizing 
the face of one of hia children, the father 
pointing with his finger oxclaimed|"Tliat'8 
one. " Passing on again he recogiii/.ed 
another aiul then a third. .Staggering in 
a fit of agony he cried, "My God! all my 
family gonel" and, overwhelmed with 
grief, aaiik to the floor. In some homes 
there aie five children dead. Queen Vic- 
toria sent a tolegriuii to the iVIayor of 
Sundorland expreaaing her grief at tho 
disaster. Children uf vuriuua Sunday 
schools also sent telegrams of sympathy. 
Klags are at half-mast. One Sunday 
school loses thirty scholars by the catas- 
trophe. Many survivors had arms bro- 
ken by the crush. Iltliers suffering from 
biokeii ribs or ruptured internal organs. 
Oraham, the hall-keeper, says the chil- 
dren, not twenty yards from the door, 
came pressing forward, unaware of the 
tragedy; thus making matters ten tiiiies 
worse than they really were. The scene 
inside the ball during the ideiitilicalion of 
vici iiiis baffles description. It was pain- 
ful in llie extreme. The faces of the 
iload children in almost ever^' case 
were black and aWolIliu from sum>cation, 
of which many died. Many lips were 
cracked and bleeding. Parents, rushing 
wildly about, would fall 11)1011 the bodies 
of their liead children with loud wailing 
and weeping, clasp the unconscious forms 
in their anna, vainly endeavoring to note 
any signs of life. Many poor mothers 
awoomed on the first sight of the dead, 
wliilu othura were most violent in their 
hysterical grief. The act of removing 



the dead from the hall to-day was tho oc- 
casion of the renewal of the lamentation 
and confusion. Many parents rushed 
through the police cordan appointed to 
preserve order, and there w:u great con- 
fusion. 

LoMiON, .June 17-^A number of deaths 
have occurred since first report. The 
total list is now placed at I7li. One of 
the poraoiis who responded quickly to tlie 
call for help,' says many who volun- 
teered to help in rescuing tlie children 
aiukened at the spectacle and tied horrifi 
ed from the distressing scene. Resolute 
efforts were directed toward reaching the 
children who were apparently slive; so 
tightly were the victims jammed together 
it was regarded aa dangerous to drag 
them out of the helpless mass less it re- 
sulted in pulling oft' limbs of living chil- 
dren OS well as mutilating the dead. They 
therefore proceeded steadily and system- 
atically to work to lift off the topmost. 
.A few of those buiieaib had survived and 
their moaning and lo'w cries of pain could 
be distin.jtly heard, and amid the excite- 
ment and cries of bereaved parents and 
friends who were thronging adjacent 
streets. The disaster was referred to in 
nil the churches in Sunderland today. 
-Many preachers of London oHerod prayers 
for parentis of victiois. 

AN AROTIO MUTINY 

QuoUod by the Rifle of tlio Captain. 

S\N l''ii \ M i^si o, .1 line 1 0. Ciptaiii F,(.l- 
uiuiul Kelly, of the steam wh.ilei Liiereti.i, 
rulunied from ilie .Arctic yesterday, by 
ibe Wild tia/.flle, leaving his vessel in 
uonimtuid uf Jefford, the seuoiid uflicer. 
The Lucretia sailed from thia port De 
•'.inilier l ltli, but up to this timo nut one 
whale was i-aiio|ir. 'I'lio season is re- 
ported to luive been one of the hardest on 
record, the ice reacliiiig as far south as 
.St. Paul. On the 22nd .March a mutiny 
led by John Madden, an -American, broke 
out on board. The mutineers were driven 
below and imprisoned without food until 
the morning of tlio 24th, ndieii a rush was 
made by the crew, headed by .Madden and 
another sailor named liuyd, and t he locks 
of the forcastle forced. The men came 
aft, dcniaiiding bread or blood. The 
captain went aft for a ritle, al the same 
time calling the oflicera, mates, cook, 
cabin boys, etc. , to suiiport him. They 
all came out armed and anxious to aid in 
the siip])re3sioii of the mutiny. Rifle in 
h.uid the c.:iptaiii then advanced upon the 
mutineers, and told them that the time 
bad come for action, unless they were 
willing to respond to his cominaiKls, and 
be must meet force with force, adding he 
would tire on the Brat man who refused 
to do duty when his nnnie was called. 
KiiKHng that the crew still defied him, the 
captain ordered Madileii, the ringleader, 
10 go ati, and at the same tmio raising his 
gun. .Ma iden, who stood with his hands 
in his pocket, sprang at the captain and 
snapped a revolver in his face. The cap- 
tain pulled his trigger, liut his gun also 
hung tire. .A scene of excitement then 
oiisiied, and several shots were exchanged, 
Madden'a pistol going oil' at the third 
trial, bill not taking taking oflecl, he then 
sought shelter behind a boat, but was 
wounded in the left knee by a rifie ball 
from the chief engineer. The captain 
then advanced upon tho rest of the gang 
with a rifle clubbed, not wishing to kill 
any of them if he could avoid it. Driv- 
ing tho others back he asked for Madden, 
who, wounded as he was, spivang out with 
a pistol in hia left hand and a bowie knife 
in his right, but a bullet from the cap- 
taiii'a rifle dropped him dead in his tracks. 
At tho aight of their leader's fall the real 
of the mutineers, who had in tho mean- 
time stood by, partially inactive, began 
throwing their pistols in the aea, and all 
called out for quarter. All expressed 
willingness to do duly as ordered to work, 
with the exception of Bimd and Ander. 
son, and an American sailor named Ben 
McCord, who were ordered aft and triced 
up to tho rigging.

Sa.n Jo.se, June 10. — .At 3:45 this even- 
ing a tiro was discovered in the building 
occupied l)y (i. M. .Tarvis & Co., whole- 
sale liquor dealers, as a vinegar factory 
and wine atoreh')Usu.

The fire was 
evidently the work of an incendiary. 

San* Francisco, June 10. — Yesterday 
afternoon a formal complaint was made, 
charging Jaa. Dods, city clerk and trea- 
surer of Oakland, with embezzlement. 
The complaint charges the embezzlemoiil 
of §10,000 in 1882. It is supposed that 
other complaints will be filed, charging 
him with the embez'zlement of the ro- 
inaindcr of the amount stolen by Dads. 
He is confessedly guilty of two crimes — 
the first embezzlement, and the other des- 
truction by a public ofiicer, to-wit, his 
oflicial bontla. 

.San Fka.N(.:i.sco, .June 15. — The sailing 
of the Dakota thia afternoon fur Victoria 
and way ports was attended with con- 
siderable amusement at the expense of 
the manager of a concert hall in Seattle. 
It appears that he was in a bad way for 
a company, and after peraisteiit search 
for talent he socurod a number of actors 
and actresses, who presented themselves 
at the dock some time prior to the sailing 
of tlie Bteamor. Time grew apaco,and the 
feative manager was nowhere to be seen, 
and the anxious look of the company w.is 
directed towards the entrance of tho doc k. 
Every incoming wagon was closely scanned 
without success. The leading man, wear- 
ing a bandage around his head, and the
